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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the application filed on March 15, 2005. 

2. Claims 1-26 have been examined. 

Election-Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-20, drawn to an adjustment device with at least one control device 
debug interface, at least one address list, and at least one data list, classified in class 
717, sub-class 129 - Using breakpoint (including breakpoint/address table/list). 

II. Claims 21-26, drawn to a process bypassing at least one control device 
function by a corresponding bypassing function on a simulation unit, classified in class 
717, sub-class 135 - Including simulation. 

4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C.
